The constitution 
read as follows: 


ARTICLE I— NAME. 


The name of this association shall 
be the Crow Wing County Tea chers’ 
Patriotic League.” 


ARTICLE II -Object. 


The object of this league shal he 
to do definite organized work along 
the lines of improving the health co n ­ 
dition* of our schools and promoting 
th e 
spirit 
of 
patriotism

schools and com munity and render 
ing active ald to our soldiers and 
governm ent in this time of war. 


A RTICLE III 
M EM B ER SHIP. 


Any active teacher, persons p re­ 
paring to teach or ex-teachers living 
In this county, may become a m e m ­ 
ber of this organization by signing 
the pledge, and paying an an n u a l fee 
of tw en t y -five cents. 


ARTICLE IV -OFFICER S. 


The officers o f this league shall be 
P r e s i d e n t Vice President. Secretary 
and Treasurer. 
These shall be elect­ 
ed by ballot at the an n u a l meeting 
and serve for one year and shall hold 
office until their successors sre q u a li­ 
fied. 


ARTICLE V— 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
The duties of these officers shall 
be same as those of similar officer* 


ARTICLE VI— MEETINGS. 
A nnual meetings shall be held a 
t h e time of the Teachers' Institute 
in th e fall. 
Special meetings may 
be called by the executive com mittee 
by notice to each member th ro u g h 
t h e mall.

m e etin g in th e spring 


A RTICLE VII— COMMITTEE, 
An executive committee shall b 
formed consisting of th e officers and

com m ittee shall have charge of pro­ 
g ram s and general charge of carry 
in g out work of the plans of the 
league. 
The th ree stan d in g commit- 
te ts of th ree members each, shall be 
appointed by the president and serve 
for one year.

County Man. Died in Montana 


Following Accident 


FUNERAL HELD AT BIG SANDY 


Survived by Widow and Ten Children. 
Three of Whom Lived in 
Scobey, Mont. 


This story from the “ Bear Point 
Mountaineer.*’ Big Sandy. Montana, 
records the accidental death by g u n ­ 
shot wound of Knute Narveson. a 
former resident of Crow Wing coun­ 
ty: 
A sad accident was that which hap ­ 
pened a few days ago when Knute 
Narveson. a man aged 54 years, was 
accidentally shot and killed, while 
riding on a load of poles, which he 
was hauling to his homestead in the 
mountains. 
The team was driven by one of Mr. 
Narveson’* boys, while he was riding 
on the rear end of the load, operating 
the brake on the w agon. and In ac Ale 
unknown manner the gun. which was 
lying on the load between the two 
men becr.me discharged, 
the 
load 
striking Mr. Narveson in the side. 
under the left arm. 
The report of 
the discharge startled the team, ami 
when the boy looked around the gun 
was lying on the ground, and the 
body of his father was wedged be­ 
tween the load of poles and the brake 
staff. 
It is not known whether the 
gun 
was discharged from shifting 
on the load of poles or whether it 
hnd fallen to the ground before being 
discharged. 
This was the third tittie thnt Mr. 
Narveson had been wounded from ac­ 
cidental shootings, 
the

proving fatal. 
Mr. Narveson has been a resident 
of this vicinity for about four years, 
coming here and proving up a home­ 
stead on Lon ear) me Prairie, and had 
taken 
an 
additional 
claim, 
upon 
which he was living at the time of 
the accident. 
He leaves a wife and 
ten children, three of whom are re­ 
siding at Scobey. Mont., one on a 
homestead near Big Sandy and the 
balance of the family at Brainerd, 
Minnesota. 
The accident occurred over the line 
In Blaine county, and as soon as the 
officials of that county act, interment 
will be made In Big Sandy. 
Mr. Narveson has many friends in 
this locality who are grieved at his 
sudden taking away. and who sympa 
Ollie deeply with the surviving mem 
hers of the family.

I iii the contrary army 
officer* trained to a study of I In* situa­ 
tion have felt and still feel that the 
war Is likely to continue for a long 
time to eOllie. 
It is definitely known 
that the military authorities, and with 
them, of course, (lie naval authorities, 
have been worried (tier the excess of 
optimism in the country on (lie sub 
Jeef of a short war. 
Officials here have not hesitated to 
say at times that the optim istic stories, 
Just as surely as the pessimistic ones 
which have been lipread through the 
country, have sprung from the ranks 
of German sympathizers. 
As the feel­ 
ing expresses Itself concerning tbc-c 
stories of cheer It runs along the line 
of fear that men will not Ie* willing 
to undertake training in the officers’ 
reserve cutups ll they are Imbued with 
the thought that they are to go through 
lite trouble and tile toil of the tiling 
without any cimnel* of being aide to 
luke a hand Iii w ar’s proceedings.

in w aters far beyond the depth at 
which the diver hitherto lins been ahi* 
to work, bs now being brought to the 
surface safely and 
without trouble, 
Hava the D etroit Free Presa. 
With the raising of a "clam" load 
of relict! f rom the long sunken at earner, 
carne at once the breaking of a world’* 
record in deep sea salvage, the fruition 
of the three years’ efforts of a aumil 
party of Toledoan* and Detroiter* to 
prove deep sea salvage possible and 
the end of a story that was already 
treading on the border land of inland 
seas legend. 


Lives Given In Search. 
For the Hewable I* a treasure ship 
In truth. 
Men have given their live* 
to reach her treasure In vain. 
For­ 
tunes have been w asted in the effort* 
to reach the prize cargo INO feet tinder 
the surface of the wafer. 
Now her 
treasure -pure copper I* coming up. 
Home of It passed Detroit recently on 
the way to Toledo, together with a 
mas* of other relics from the long lost 
vessel. 
In the hold of the Bowable lie nearly 
300 ton* of copper, worth $200,000 or 
inure at the present market. 
Besides 
Hie copper, there are several hundred 
tons of pig Iron. 
What else of value 
lies beneath T hunder hay water* Is 
conjectural.

When the F-4, United States su b m a­ 
rine, *ank off H aw aii harbor several 
years ago in 23d feet of w ater world s 
records were m ade in diving to attach 
hula* and hoist her. 
Three divers reached her. 
One was 
brought up dead. 
Another cam e back 
with his lungs burst, and the third wra* 
brought to the surface a maniac. 
Leavitt in a dem onstration on Grand 
Tra verso bay descended HOO feet, or 
HUI foot deeper than did the F-4 div­ 
ers, and cam e to the surface feeling as 
well a* when he descended.

He w as able to muke hi* way through 
tho steam er's saloon and cabins with 
ease, und be sent up for souvenirs one 
“♦•lam” load of objects that lay ut 
bund. 
Among these were num erous 
fine silk and broadcloth garm ents of 
fifty year* ago. 


Old Time Fabrics Endure. 
Despite It* submer*iou under 180 feet 
of w ate r for fifty-two yours, a silk 
gown when dried apparently was al­ 
most a* good as when thy w aters 
closed over the steamer. 
T he crimson 
and blue colorings of cotton goods 
were tuidiininod by their long im m er­ 
sion. 
They w ere us bright a* the day 
they w ere purchased. 
A peculiar condition m arked woolen 
fabrics, however. 
T he m aterial that 
comprised the woof had disappeared, 
leaving the w arp a* small meshed net­ 
ting, but iii good condition. 
Several wat« he*, un ancient revolver, 
coins of dates prior to the civil war, 
Jet bracelet* and hatrcouibs In fashion 
of the I ** rh si. square toed shin** aud 
slipper* of Hint day, the “gentlem en’* 
boots” affected by the dandle* there 
m ust have been several on the I towa­ 
ble—black silk handm ade lace, checks 
from 
the 
Hewable’* baggage room, 
door keys and locks with the *tenmer's 
nam e stamped upon them, steam er sli­ 
ver and other article* were sent tip. 


Old Daguerreotype Unharmed 
The silver is badly oxidized. 
Gold 
articles were scarcely tarnished.

guerreotype In a gold fram e, probably 
a picture of a passenger nam ed F. W. 
Ludlow, wa* as distinct cs the day It 
was made, tin* philtre being u n h arm e d

I roo gilt up, and It inky be th at lf vic­ 
tim* of the wreck have relative* alive 
some o f them may yet recover relic* of 
those who went down.

T h e history of attem pts to reach the 
Pew ablc’a copi*er treasures constitutes 
a story of tragedies.

depth in which the vessel sank the 
owner* at once abandoned bor to the 
insurance company. 
T h e com pany late 
In 1865 sent Billy Bike, a fnmoil* diver 
if those day*, in charge of an expedl- 
tion to attem pt to recover the copper. 


Two Divert Die. 
Pike went down. and w hen he falh*d 
to signal for a rlae afte r tom e tim# 
had passed lie wa# brought up deed 
from the terrific pressure. 
T h e tom- 
pany tnade no fu rth er effort to roach 
the copper. 
In lHso stories of the To 
wa blo’* wealth canted the o rg an ist 
tion of several expedition*, and two 
or three diver* lost their lives between 
1880 and 1884. 
T he next effort wa* m ade In 1801. 
and a p arty from Ashland. W ta, made 
repeated attem pt* to reach the wreck 
with direr*. 
One did. 
Ile died. 
Next the American W recking and 
Salvage company of M ilwaukee tried 
but w ith a specially constructed die 
lug bqjl, capable of holding several 
men 
and perm itting 
a 
considerable 
movement. 
Five men in the bell w ere killed, aud 
the com pany gave up it* efforts. 
Sine* 
then the lure of the P ew o b h ri copper 
fortune ha* failed to overcome the
